‘HAVANA, Jan. 15. — Shooting 
broke out throughout the center of 
Navana at 4:25 this afternoon, a 
few hours after Carlos Hevia, Sec- 
retary of Agriculture, refused to 


succeed Ramon Grau San Martin 
as President, leaving the republic 


without a chief executive. 
One hundred soldiers, commanded 
by Capt. Belisario Hernandez, ar- 
rived in Havana late today from 
Camp Columbia in two trucks. A 
tank arrived at the palace and 
tores in many parts of the city 
Wosed their doors.

five months, tendered his resigna- 


tion to the revolutionary junta 
which placed him in power. Both 
the junta and the Cabinet accept- 
ed it. 

The junta then named Carlos 
Hevia, Grau’s Secretary of Agri- 
culture and a graduate of the Uni- 
ted States Naval Academy at An- 
napolis, as President. Hevia ac- 
cepted the designation, but later 
withdrew without taking office as 
an excited mob howled outside the 
presidential palace. 

Pablo Rodriguez, military 
sid to Grau San Martin, announced 
that Hevia would not accept the 
residency. © Rodriguez left the 
bresidential palace through a mob 
which shouted “Grau, don’t quit!” 

There were rumors that the army 
was split wide open over the presi- 
dential question and that a coup 
detat to maintain Grau in the 
presidency was possible. 

Meanwhile, picked machine gun 
ners remained on guard about the 
American-owned Cuban Electric 
Co. plants as the Government re- 
tained its control over the concern 
after a violent strike by employes. 
Inder a hastily-prepared decree 
MAened by President Grau, the Gov- 
ernment took charge of the $100,- 
000,000 property early yesterday 
when all power and gas facilities 
for a large part of the island were 
cut off.

PULITICAL FIGURE 
A YEARS, DIES 


Funeral of North St. re 
Republican Leader to Be 


Held at 2 P. M. Wednes- 
day. 


Henry L. Weeke, Constable and 
veterah Republican ward worker, 
died early fodav in Christian Hos- 
pital of diabetes, after a few days’ 
acute 
precarious health. He was 74 years 
old. 

The funeral will be held at 2 p. 


m. Wednesday at the Leidner un- 
dertaking chapel, 2223 ‘St. 
avenue, followed by interment in 
Zion Cemetery. The immediate sur- 
vivors are the widow, Mrs. Philip- 
pina Weeke, and a daughter, Mrs. 
Edward E. Butler. 

For more than 40 years, “Hank” 
Weeke, as everyone called him, was 
a factor in North St. Louis politics. 
In the present Eighteenth Ward, 
which was formerly the Seven- 
teenth and still earlier, in its main 
outlines, the Sixteenth, he was for 
much of that time a controlling fac- 
tor. Throughout his career, he lived 
at 2245 Hebert street. 

Born in Germany in November, 
1859, he was brought to this coun- 
try as a youth by his father. 
elder Weeke did not obtain natur- 
alization until Henry was past 21. 
Neither father nor son realized, in 
the ’80s, what trouble this, together 
with the son’s neglect to obtain 
naturalization for himself, 
make in later years. 

From wielding a butcher’s cleaver 
in a neighborhood meat _ shop, 
Weeke progressed to proprietor- 
ship of a “buffet,” as saloons were 
then called, in the City Hall and 
Four Courts neighborhood. In those 
sawdust-on-the-floor days, signing 
bonds was a natural side-line of 
the saloon business, though Weeke 
did not go into this activity so 
heavily as some other liquor retail- 
ers.

CHICAGO, Jan. 15.—Attorneys 
for Dr. Alice L. Wynekoop pre-| 


sented a defense today based on a 
theory that she did not know of 
the death of her daughter-in-law, 
Rheta, until the finding of her body 
on a surgical operating table in 
the basement of her home, Nov. 21. 

That line of defense was in di- 
rect opposition to a statement made 
by the defendant shortly after 
Rheta’s death, in which the elderly 
woman doctor admitted firing a 
bullet into Rheta’s back after the 
girl was dead from an overdose of 
chloroform self administered to 
ease the pain of a physical exam- 
ination. Dr. Wynekoop since has 
repudiated the confession, saying it 
was obtained by duress. 

New Figure in Case. 

A new figure was introduced by 
Attorney W. W. Smith in his pres- 
entation of what he expected to 
prove. It was that of a handyman 
by the name of Simmons, whom 
Smith described as a friend of 
John Van Pelt, janitor employed at 
the Wynekoop home. 

“Dr. Wynekoop had forbade Van 
Pelt to have Simmons around any 
More,” declared Smith. 

Smith did not amplify on the part 
he expected Simmons to play in the 
trial, but continued to comment on 
the disheveled condition of the 
operating room after the finding of 
Rheta’s body. 

He declared that three tubes of 
morphine tablets were missing from 
a drawer in the. os 
drawer in which hand towels were 
kept was disarranged. 

Two Burgaries Alleged. 

The defense attorney introduced 
the burglary theory in explaining 
the purchase of cartridges by Earle, 
husband of Rheta and son of the 
defendant. He asserted that there 
had been two burglaries just prior 
to the death of Rheta, one in the 
home and another in the garage, 
where a car was almost completely 
dismantled. 

“After the burglaries,” said 
Smith, “Earle went to a gunsmith 
and had an old pistol, originally the 
property of his brother Walker, re- 
paired and nickle plated. He 
bought 50 cartridges. When thé gun 
Was examined it was found three 
bullets had been fired. Only one— 
that in Rheta’s body—could be ac- 
counted for. Five had been taken 
from the box. 

“We will show that Van Pelt, the 
janitor, had a room in the base- 
ment, adjoining the doctor’s office. 
We will show that Van Pelt and 
Earle were the only persons who 
had keys to the basement. 

Rheta’s Two Fears. 

Smith declared that Rheta had 
permitted two fears to play on her 
mind—one, the belief that she was 
losing the love of her husband, and 
the other a horror of becoming a 
victim of tuberculosis, a disease 
which took the life of her mother. 

The defense attorney described a 
scene which he said had occurred 
at the Wynekoop home some time 
previous to th eshooting, at which 
he said Rheta had feigned death. 

“Dr. Wynekoop called in another 
physician, who, upon noting that 
the girl’s pulse and heart action ap- 
peared to be normal, leaned over 
and whispered, ‘Everything’s all 
right; open your eyes.’” 

“Whereupon,” said Smith, 
girl did open her eyes.” 

Mother Died in Asylum. 

Testimony that Rheta’s mother, 
whose maiden name was Eula 
Wade, died in the Central Asylum 
for the Insane in Indianapolis, was 
given by her father, Burdine H. 
Gardner of Indianapolis, the first 
witness called, The defense asked 
Gardner on cross-examination 
where the young victim’s maternal 
grandmother died, but a prosecu- 
tion objection was sustained. 

In his opening statement, Prose- 
cutor Dougherty had said he would 
show that on the day of the kiHing 
of Rheta, Dr. Wynekoop had just 
completed the reading of “Strange 
Interlude,” a play by Eugene 
O’Neill.

In conformity with the prog- 
ress we are making in restoring 
a fairer price level and with . 
our purpose of arriving event- 
ually at a.less variable pur- 
chasing power for the dollar, I 
ask the Congress for certain 
additional] legislation to improve 
our financial and monetary 
system. 

By making clear that we are 
establishing permanent met- 
allic reserves in the possession 
and ownership of the Federal 
Government, we can organize a 
currency system which will be 
both sound and adequate, 

The issuance and control of 
the medium of exchange which 
we call “money” is a high pre- 
rogative of Government. 

It has been such for many 
centuries. 

Because they were scarce, 
because they could readily be 
subdivided and _ transported, 
gold and silver have been used 
for money or as a basis for 
forms of money which in them- 
selves had only nominal in- 
trinsic value. 

In pure theory, of course, a 
Government could issue mere 
tokens to serve as money — 
tokens which would be accept- 
ed at their face value if it 
were certain that the amount 
of these tokens were perma- 
nently limited and confined to 
the total amount necessary for 
the daily cash needs of the 
community. 

Because this assurance could 
not always or sufficiently be 
given, governments have found 
that reserves or basis of gold 
and silver behind their paper 
or token currency added sta- 
bility to their financial sys- 
tems. 


Much Confusion-ef Thought. 

There is still much confusion 
of thought which prevents a 
world-wide agreement creating 
a uniform monetary policy. 

Many advocate gold as the 
sole basis of currency; others 
advocate silver; still others ad- 
vocate both ‘ gold and silver 
whether as separate bases, or on 
a basis with a fixed ratio, or 
on a fused basis. 

We hope that, despite present 
world confusion, events are lead- 
ing to some future form of gen- 
eral agreement. The recent 
London agreement in regard to 
silver was a step, though only a 
step, in this direction. 

At this time we can usefully 
take a further step, which we 
hope will contribute to an ulti- 
mate world-wide solution. 

Certain lessons seem clear. 
For example, the free circula- 
tion of gold coins is unneces- 
sary, leads to hoarding, and 
tends to a possible weakening 
of national financial structures 
in times of emergency. The 
practice of transferring gold 
from one individual to another 
or from the Government to an 
individual within a nation is 
not only unnecessary, but is in 
every way undesirable. The 
transfer of gold in bulk is es- 
sential only for the payment of 
international trade balances. 

Therefore it is a prudent step 
to vest in the Government of a 
} nation the title to and posses- 
sion of all monetary gold with- 
in its boundaries and to keep 
that gold in the form of bullion 
rather than in coin. 

Because the safe-keeping of 
this monetary basis rests with 
the Government, we have al- 
ready called in the gold which 
was in the possession of private 
individuals or corporation. 
There remain, however, a very 
large weight in gold >ullion and 
coins which is still in the pos- 
session or control of the Fed- 
eral Reserve banks. ~ 


Prefers Specific Legislation.

Louis today, show that Sunday and 
election day closing of saloons, as 
well as closing from midnight to 
6 a. m., is required under the terms 
of the State law. 

It had been believed here that 
the question of Sunday closing was 


left to local regulation, and this 
was one of the contemplated sub- 
jects of discussion at the hearing 
called by Mayor Dickmann at City 
Hall, at 7:30 o’clock tonight. But 
the bill in its final form shows these 
paragraphs on Sunday and early 
morning closing: 

Section 15. No person having a 
license under the provisions of 
this act shall sell, give away or 
otherwise dispose of, or suffer the 
same to be done upon or about 
his premises, any intoxicating ‘iq- 
uor in any quantity on the first 
day of the week, commonly called 
Sunday, or upon the day of any 
general or primary election in this 
State, or upon any county, city, 
town or municipal election day. 

Section 15a. No person having 
a license under the provisions of 
this act shall sell, give away or 
otherwise dispose bf, or suffer the 
same to be done upon or about his 
premises, any intoxicating liquor 
in any quantity, between the 
hours of 12 o'clock midnight and 
6 o’clock a. m. 

At tonight’s City Hall hearing, 
the Mayor will preside, and City 
Counselor Hay will set forth the 
legal provisions of the State control 
act, under which the State Super- 
visor was appointed Saturday. The 
Mayor has asked that suggestions 
for a local control and taxation or- 
dinance be placed in writing. 

Two local organizations of pros- 
pective saloon proprietors have 
made recommendations to the 
Board of Aldermen on a local sa- 
loon ordinance, one demanding al- 
most complete freedom from _ re- 
strictions, and a combined State 
and city tax of not more than $500, 
the other being willing to accept 
some restrictions and pay $300 to 
the city and $300 to the State. Both 
have objected to Collector Koeln’s 
plan of a limit of 1500 licenses, at 
$1500 each. 


BECKER OPPOSES 
TREATING AT BARS

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Jan. 15. ~ 
Edwin J. Becker, newly-appointed 
State Supervisor of Liquor Control, 
has announced his opposition to 
treating for drinks. 

“Treating was a part of the 


saloon,” he said. “We intend to 
eliminate all the features of the old 
pub.” 


One of the first moves he intends 
to make is to obtain details of the 
plans of Illinois and New York for 
the distribution of liquor. 

His immediate attention will be 
directed to cities of 20,000 and over 
where sale by drink or package 
except on Sundays, will be per- 
mitted. Today he confers with H. 
F. McElroy, city manager of Kah- 
sas City, on plans here. An ordin- 
ance is being prepared limiting sale 
by drinks to hotels, restaurants and 
clubs “where meals are served reg- 
ularly with no fewer than 20 tables 
for guests at one time.” 

To Jefferson City Tomorr. ./. 

Tomorrow he plans to go to Jef- 
ferson City to take office but he 
does not anticipate spending much 
time at the State capital during the 
first months of his administration. 

He will go to St. Louis early next 
week to confer with officials re- 
garding regulations there. 

“I intend to visit every city in the 
State where liquor will be sold and 
look over the situation carefully,” 
he said. “There is no reason for 
tushing into this thing headlong.”

FOREIGN EXCHANGE 
RULES ARE REVISED 


Roosevelt Extends License Pol- 
icy to Individuals as 
Well as Banks.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—Presi- 
dent, Roosevelt today issued three 
executive orders revising the Gov- 
ernment’s regulation over foreign 
exchange transactions and extend- 
ing the license policy to individuals 
as well as to banks. 

A brief explanatory statement of 
the orders given out at the White 
House said: 

“Taken together, the orders estab- 
lished substantially the same regu- 
lation of foreign exchange as was 
established in the executive order 
of March 10, 1933, but, instead of 
applying only to banks which were 
licensed under the executive order 
or March 10, they apply to all per- 
sons dealing in foreign exchange. 
“The executive orders are further 
designed to permit of greater elas- 
ticity in the regulation of foreign 
exchange and related transactions. 
This continues in another férm of 
authority given to the Secretary of 
the Treasury in the executive or- 
ders of April 20 and Aug. 28, 1933.” 
In his monetary message to Con- 
gress today, the President proposed 
the creation of a $2,000,000,000 Gov- 
ernment fund for purchasés and 
sales of gold in foreign exchange 
by the Secretary of the ‘Treasury. 
The executive orders pave the way 
for dealings by the Secretary of the 
Treasury. 


FOURTH ACCIDENT IN 3 DAYS

MEXICO, D. F., Jan. 15. — An

quantities agreed to restrict the 
amount they would sell during 
the four years covered by the 
agreement. 

If all these undertakings are 
carried out by the Governments 
concerned, there will be a 
marked incrase in the use and 
value of silver. 

Governments can well, as 
they have in the past, employ 
silver as a basis for currency, 
and I look for a greatly in- 
creased use. I am, however, 
withholding any recommenda- 
tion to thé Congress looking to 
further extension of the mone- 
tary use of silver because I be- 
lieve that we*should gain more 
knowledge of the results of the 
London agreement and of our 
other monetary measures. 
Would Maintain Sound Currency. 

Permit me once moreé to stress 
two principles. Our national 
currency must be maintainéd as 
a sound currency, which, inso- 
far as possible, will have a fair- 
ly constant standard of pur- 
chasing power and be adequate 
for the purposes of daily use 
and the establishment of credit. 

The other principle is the in- 
herent right of Government to 
issue currency and to be the 
sole custodian and owner of the 
base or reserve of precious 
metals underlying that cur- 
rency. With this goes the pre- 
rogative of government to de- 
termine from time to time the 
extent and nature of the metal- 
lic reserve. I am confident that 
the nation will well realize the 
definite purpose of the Govern- 
ment to maintain the credit of 
that Government, and, at the 
same time, to provide a sound 
medium of exchange which will 
serve the needs of our people.

ARRESTS PREVENT 
MASS. PICKETING 


Seized Before Peabody 
Shaft No. 47 Opens in 
Saline County.

HARRISBURG, Ill, Jag. 15.—An 
attempt of Progressives to estab- 
lish mass picketing at Peabody 
Mine No. 47, 10 miles, northwest of 
here, planned as a forerunner of @ 
state-wide march on Christian 


County mines, failed today after 
authorities arrested key men among 
the Progréssive leaders. 

Action of the. Saline County 
authorities was prompted by last 
week’s decision of the regional coal 
code board upholding the validity of 
the disputed Peabody-United -Mine 
Workers contract and Gov. Horn- 
er’s subsequent statement announc- 
ing his determination to enforce the 
decision. 

Left virtually leaderless by a 
series of surprise arrests last night, 
the miners made no attempt to 
descend upon the big mine, in an 
isolated hilly section near Harco. 
The mine opened with a skeleton 
crew which it has maintained since 
it began operations a few hours 
after the coal boards’ decision. 


Conspiracy Is Alleged. 

Jess Anderson, secretary of the 
Progressives State Strike Commit- 
tee and the leader of the proposed 
march Wednesday on the Peabody 
Mines at Taylorville, was one of 
three leaders arrested on a warrant 
charging conspiracy to defeat the 
ends of justice. 

He was released on $5000 bond. 

Others arrested on the same 
charge were Carl Mattox and Wil- 
liam Thompson. -Several other 
warrants were issued by State’s At- 
torney John Kane and other Pro- 
gressive leaders were informed 
they would be held “personally re- 
sponsible” if a picket line formed. 

Demonstrating the “teeth” of the 
coal board’s decision, the legal 
strategy used in averting picketing 
may point to the end of violence | 
in the Illinois coal fields, which has 
caused fatalities and injuries 
throughout the State during the 
last 16 months. 

Anderson, who insisted that the 
picketing was to have been peace- 
ful, prepared today to communi- 
cate with Claude Pearcey, presi- 
dent of the Progressive Miners, re- 
garding the march which has been 
planned for Wednesday. Chris- 
tian County authorities have an- 
nounced the miners will not be per- 
mitted to enter the county and 
have received the retort to “clear/| 
the road of thugs and gunmen.” 


A Co-drdinated Effort. 


Arrest of the Saline County Pro- 
gressive leaders represented the 
first time since the start of the 
mining controversy that county au- 
thorities have made a co-ordinated 
effort to take any direct action in 
the major phases of the struggle. 

State’s Attorney Kane announced 
today he issued the conspiracy 
warrants “to preserve law and or- 
der,” because of’ a conviction that 
there “is no such thing as ‘peaceful 
mass picketing because it amounts 
to intimidation.” He indicated he 
would stand back of the Labor 
Board’s decision and the Gover- 
nor’s. : 

The warrants were served under 
the direction of Sheriff Hugene 
Choisser who with f0 extra depu- 
ties patrolled the three roads lead- 
ing to the mine all night. Twelve 
extra police also were on duty and 
numerous armed guards surround- 
ed the mine property. 

Maj. Kenrmeth Buchanan and 
Capt. Harry Bolen, National Guard 
observers, were active in taking 
measures to avert threatened dis- 
order and were among those who 
assembled at the mine at 3 a, m. 
today. 

Progress of the successful ef- 
forts to avert picketing were re- 
ported at intervals to Br. John 
A. Lapp of Chicago, chairman of 
the Divisional Coal Labor Board. 

Had the picketing proceeded as 
planned, more than 1000 men 
would have been stationed on the 
roads leading to the mine, affording 
the largest mass demonstration 
since the riot of last October at 
Peabody Mine 43, on the outskirts 
of this town, when about 20 pérsons 
were wounded. That mine has not 
since reopened.

over the future value of the dollar 
and encourage the making of long- 
term commitments. 

The gold affected amounts to 
about $4,200,

Government's own holdings and the 
amount estimated to be in posses- 
sion of the public. 

If the President decrees a 50- 
eent dollar, the “profit” to the 
Government—assuming the im- 
pounding of all the gold—will be 
$4,200,000,000. e 60-cent dollar 
would yield a profit of 20 per cent 
less, or about $3,400,000,000. 


The President suggested to Con- 
gress that out of the profits of de- 
valuation there be created a fund 
of $2,000,000,000 “for such ptr 
chases and sales’of gold, foreign ex- 
change and Government securities 
as the regulation of the currency, 
the maintenance of the credit of 
the Government and the general 
welfare of the United States may 
require.” 

This would be, he explained to 
reporters, a “stabilization fund,” but 
he added that it would be more 
than that. In reply to a question 
as to the purpose of Government 
buying of securities, he asked an- 
other. question. He askéd whether 
it was faiP that private individuals 
should have the righ: deliberately 
to beat down the price of Govern- 
ment bonds. There were known in- 
stances, he said, of advice having 
been given by individuals to their 
clients, for ulterior reasons, to get 
rid of Government bonds. What 
the Government desired was pro- 
tective armor against maneuvers of 
this sort. 

The President’s statement made 
it clear that he wishes to use the 
proposed $2,000,000,000 for protect- 
ing the price of Government se 
curities on the market, lest depre- 
clated values hinder the further 
flotation of Government paper. The 
$2,000,000,000 fund, in other words, 
would be a reservoir on which the 
Government could draw for “peg- 
ging” operations in its securities. 

The President did not say how 
the profits in excess of two billion 
dollars would be used. Manifestly, 
they would be available for reduc- 
tion of the national debt. 

+ No Printing Press Greenbacks, 

In the opening part of his mes- 
sage, the President said that Gov- 
ernments had found that gold and 
silver reserves behind their curren- 
cies added stability to their finan- 
cial systems. He was asked whether 
this might be read as a commit- 
ment against greenbacks. He re- 
plied that it could be read as an 
argument against printing-press 
greenbacks. But he added that a 
limited amount of five or 10-year 
non-interest bearing Government 
bonds would not be greenbacks in 
this sense, because they would be 
limited in amount and definite pro- 
vision would be made for their re- 
tirement. 

The President held that there 
was absolutely no doubt that the 
emergency banking legislation of 
last spring gave him the right to 
stabilize more than once. He could 
now revalue, he pointed out, at any 
level between 100 and 50 per cent 
of the present gold value of the dol- 
lar. What he was asking was the 
reduction of the top limit to 60 per 
cent. 


Behind Policy. 

Discussing in general the pur- 
poses behind his fiscal policies, the 
President reiterated that they were 
directed toward a dollar with less 
variable purchasing and debt-pay- 
ing power. He felt that it should 
be possible for the average run of 
debts of today to be paid in dol- 
lars of about the same purchasing 
power as when the debts were con- 
tracted. 

In reference to his call for a sta- 
bilization fund, the President said 
that the drop in commodity prices 
in mid-July was a healthy phenom- 
enon, the result of.a too rapid in- 
crease in the spring, but that the 
downward drift which began in 
September was the result in part of 
foreign operations. By the middle 
of October the drift had carried

He could dee nothing violent in 
the proposal of revaluation at from 
50 to 60 cents, inasmuch as the gold 
value of the dollar in foreign 4- 
change had already been cut to 
about 63 cents. 

The point was stressed, too, that 
Great Britain has been pursuing 
the so-called Warren theory of a 
managed currency for two yéars 
and a half. There has been much 
greater management of the pound, 
in the President’s view, than there 
has been management of the dollar. 

It was éssential, the President 
said, that the profit accruing from 
devaluation of the dollar should go 
to the Government, and not to in- 
dividuals. He pointed out that the 
banks aré owned privately, and 
that, if the Government failed to 
take the profit, billions of dollars 
would go to their stockholders. 

The President’s plan, as out- 
lined in his message, contemplates 
the possession by the Government 
of the entire monetary gold stock 
of the United States and the keep- 
ing of this gold in bullion, rather 
than coin. This is the French sys- 
tem. 

“The practice of transferring gold 
from one individual to another,” 
the message says, -‘or from. the 
Government to an individual -with- 
in a nation is not only unnecessary, 
but is in every way undesirable. 
The transfer of gold in bulk is és- 
séntial only for the payment of in- 
ternational trade balences. 

“Therefore, it is a prudent step 
to vest in the Government the title 
to and possession of all monetary 
gold within its boundaries and to 
keep the gold in the form of bul- 
lion rather than in coin.” 

His Own Fiscal Director. 

The hope is expressed’ that 
eventually there will be some form 
of world monetary agreement. 
Meantime, the message makes plain 
the belief of the President thatthe 
United States should go its own 
way. It makes plain, too, the in- 
tention of the President to be his 
own director of fiscal policy. 

He points out that the Govern- 
ment has already called in the gold 
held by private individuals and 
corporations and says the esséntial 
next step is to take tithe to the gold 
bullion and coin held in the Fed- 
eral Reserve System. Hence he 
asks Congress for specific authori- 
ty to call in this great weight of 
gold and pay for it with gold cer- 
tificates which “will be, as now, 
secured at all times, dollar for dol- 
lar, by gold in the Treasury—gold 
for each dollar of such weight and 
fineness as may be established from 
time to time.” 

The message then makes the 
point that, under this procedure,

When the title to all the gold is 
lodged in the Government, the mes- 
sage goes on, the total stock will 
form a permanent and fixed metal- 
lic reserve “which will change in 
amount only so far as necessary for 
the settlement of international] bal- 
ances or as may be required by a 
future agreement among the na- 
tions of the world for a redistribu- 
tion of the world stock of monetary 
gold.” 

The President then formally 
asks Congress for permission to re- 
value the dollar at from 50 to 60 
per cent of the present gold value, 
and suggests the creation of a 
$2,000,000,000 fund for thé purposes 
already outlined. 

His Attitude on Silver. 

Another section of the message 
relates to silver. The President 
says that if the London silver 
agreement is fully carried out by 
all the nations concerned, there will 
be a marked increase in the use 
and value of silver. The United 
States, he says, has already pro- 
ceeded to. the execution of the 
agreement by providing for the 
coinage of our newly-mined silver 
and by increasing our reserves of 
silver bullion. 

Though he is looking for a great- 
ly increased use of silver, he with- 
holds recommendations on the sub- 
ject pending further study of the 
results of the London agreement 
and our own fiscal measures.

| WASHINGTON, Jan. 15. — The 
Reeonstruction Corporation has 
purchased about $97,000,000 of for- 
eign gold, it became known today, 
including $19,000,000 bought since 
Jan. 1. 

The corporation has increased its 
gold purchasing fund to $150,000,000 
of which all except about $25,000,- 
000 already has been used. 

Jesse H. Jones, chairman, said 
today that purchases of domestic 
and foreign gold were slightly. be- 
low $120,000,000. Domestic gold 
purchased up to today and held by 
the ‘corporation totals 681,374 oun- 
ces, for which $22,898,735 has been 
paid in debentures due Feb. 1. 

Devaluation of the dollar’ will 
leave the corporation with a profit 
on its gold, Jones said. Asked if 
the corporation might have to turn 
in its gold at the statutory price of 
$20.67, Jones said, “If you will re- 
member at the outset it was stated 
that the RFC can sell its gold in 
foreign markets. Naturally there 
will be no dispute. The RFC will 
have to synchronize with the Treas- 
ury. ” 

The foreign holdings of the cor- 
poration are earmarked in London 
and Paris, Jones indicated, although 
he could not say definitely just 
where all of it is.

All the evidence in the Winekoop 
mansion—Rheta’s outer garments 
lying at her feet, her body clothed 
in silk chemise, folded down tothe 
waist, a pistol lying under a cloth 
nearby, a towel soaked with a 
liquid that appeared to be chloro- 
form, a blanket carefully tucked 
about the body, was reviewed by 
the prosecutor in his opening state- 
ment. 
He dealt at length with a bullet 
wound through Rheta’s heart ana 
with scientific evidence that chlo- 
roform had been administered to 
her.

Earle Left Town. 

After giving the bullets and gun 
to his mother, Dougherty § said, 
Earle left for Arizona with a friend, 
Stanley Young. They went as far 
as Kansas City, then returned to 
Chicago to make further arrange- 
ments with a photograph concern 
with which they had a contract. 

“But after he returned to Chi- 
cago, Earle never once communi- 
cated with his wife,” the prosecutor 
said, “although he did often tele- 
phone his mother. And on Nov. 
19, two days before the murder, Dr. 
Alice went by street car to Sixty- 
seventh and Kedzie streets and 
there sat with her son in his auto- 
mobile in an alley and talked for 
two hours.” 

The following day, he said, Earle 
urged Young constantly to resume 
the trip, and they finally left the 
following day for the West. 

On Nov. 21, Dougherty said, “Dr. 
Alice took Rheta to the basement 
for a physical examination as to 
the cause of severe pains in the pel- 
vis.” He said that Rheta removed 
ker outer clothes and folded them 
at the foot of the operating table. 
“The defendant tnen gave her 
enough chloroform to bring about 
a deep sleep,” Dougherty said. 
“And while Rheta was asleep, 
Dr. Alice went tp an adjoining 
room, took a .32 caliber pistol from 
a desk, where she had placed ‘it 
three days earlier, and returned.

Counsel Questions Andrew 
W. Mills Who Appraised 
Bonds for State Insurance 
Department. 


Methods used by examiners for 
the State Insurance Department in 
valuing bonds owned by the Conti- 


nental Life Insurance Co., were 
questioned by the company’s: coun- 
sel today in cross-examination' of 
a witness who assisted in the valu- 
ation. A 

Andrew W. Mills of the brokerage 
firm of Francis Bro. & Co., testi- 
fied in the suit of the Insurance 
Department to dissolve the company 
and enjoin it from operation, on 
trial before Circuit Judge Ryan, 
that as of Jan. 3, 1934, the bonds 
owned by the company had a value 
of $396,145, although carried at a 
book value of $1,091,170. 

Mills, called as witness for the In- 
surance Department, testified he as- 
sisted John D. McCutcheon, another 
broker, in appraising the bonds. The 
valuation he placed on them is that 
contained in the examination report 
introduced in evidence last week de- 
scribing the company as impaired 
to the extent of $1,795,549. R. =m- 
met O’Malley, State Insurance Su- 
perintendent, alleges the company, 
of which Ed Mays is president, is 
insolvent and mismanaged and that 
its further operation would be haz- 
ardous to policyholders and the 
public. : 

After Mills, in response to ques- 
tions by Powell B. McHaney, attor- 
ney for O’Malley, had told how he 
arrived at the value of the bonds, 
by referring to market quotations 
and by inquiry among dealers, he 
was asked by Theodore Rassieur, 
attorney for the company, ahout 
certain bonds which on Jan. 3 were 
quoted at 87 and 10 days later at 
93%. , 

He was asked if in view of the 
later increase he would say they 
were worth only 87 on Jan. 3. He 
replied that for purpose of vu.ua- 
tion as of Jan. 3 the quotation of 
that date should be used. 

Mills testified he was asked to 
assist in the appraisal because of 
his special knowledge of Arkansas 
road bonds which constitute a large 
part of the company’s bond account. 
He was asked by Rassieur if he 
made any effort to ascertain the 
actual value behind the Arkansas 
bonds, and he replied that he had 
not, but had used market quota- 
tions wherever such were available. 
Interest is in default on the Ar- 
kansas bonds. 

Oreon E. Scott, a real _ estate 
dealer, testified he made an ap- 
praisal of the market value of real 
estate owned by the insurance com- 
pany, as of Jan. 3. He was em- 
ployed for that purpose by O’Mal- 
ley and E. B. Toler, who is in charge 
of the company as agent of the 
court, and was assisted by Ray R. 
Doian and Edward J. English. 

As has been told, this appraisal 
caused the examiners to deduct 
$695,025 from the admitted assets 
of the company, as excess of book 
value over market value. Total 
book value was $5,283,156. 

The company’s home office build- 
ing at 3615 Olive street, carried on 
the books .at $2,176,755, was ap- 
praised at $1,500,000. 

Scott appraised other real estate 
as follows: 

Northeast corner, Vandeventer 
and Olive, $150,000; southeast cor- 
ner, Euclid and McPherson, $150,- 
000; southwest corner, Page and 
Jones, $20,000; 4121 Forest Park

Those wounded were Mrs. Bobbie 
Santa Cruz, a bystander, whose left 
leg was grazed by a bullet; Mrs, 
Edna Sherman, a _ bystander, left 


arm grazed by a bullet; George 
Austin, father of a striker, wounded 
in the left forearm. . 

Viado Velloff, another bystander, 
said bullets went through his trous- 
ers and overcoat. 

The shooting was done by Deputy 
Constable Ben Bitle, who said he 
fired three shots toward the ground 
when Austin drew a _ knife and 
another man jumped on his 
back. The trouble began about 1 
p. m. when a chauffeur for the steel 
company took the constables to the 
home of a worker after he had 
seen a.group of pickets outside the 
worker’s house on McClure avenue 
near East Broadway. 

Bitle said he got out of his car as 
strikers began throwing bottles and 
rocks. Austin said the constables 
advanced on a small group of 
strikers and sympathizers 
children began throwing pebbles. 

Complaints and counter com- 
plaints resulted in the issuance of 
three warrants charging Bitle with 
assault, one warrant charging Con- 
stable Len Miller with assault, two 
warrants issued against eight mem- 
bers of the crowd on complaint of 
Bitle and one warrant naming three 
members of the crowd on Miller's 
complaint.

HEARING ON FILLING 
STATION PAY DISPUTE 


St. Louis Controversy Put Up 


Washington.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15. — The 
opening session of the Petroleum 
Labor Policy Board's hearing on 
the St. Louis service station con- 
troversy was devoted today princi- 
pally to statements of labor’s po- 
sition on the six points in dispute 
by labor union representatives. 

H. E. Sperry, vice-president of 
the Gasoline Service Station and 
Warehouse Employes’ Union of St. 
Louis, read a statement. setting 
forth arguments for the six de- 
mands which labor is making. 

He justified a demand for higher 
wages for service station employes 
on the ground of the education and 
technical knowledge required for 
the work. Declaring that the large 
majority of service station at- 
tendants have families to support, 
Sperry declared that the scale of 
wages sought was the minimum on 
which they would live decently. 

He said the eight large companies 
in the St. Louis area recruited their 
filling station attendants almost ex- 
clusively from high school gradu- 
ates and demanded that they ac- 
quire a technical knowledge of the 
mechanical operation of automo- 
biles. He explained that they were 
required to keep their own books 
and: make periodical sales state- 
ments and other reports. 

Men who fail to learn their jobs 
are not kept by the companies, ‘he 
pointed out, and employes are en- 
couraged to take correspondence 
courses to increase their efficiency. 
Such courses are usually paid by 
the men, not the companies, he 
added. 

Sperry’s brief urged classification 
of filling station emploves in: five 
groups. Class A men, the most 
highly paid, would havé a minimum 
base pay of $135 a month with 
bonuses where they are station 
managers with employes under their 
supervision. 

If their basic wage demands are 
granted, Sperry said, the employes 
are willing to have the companies 
discontinue their present system of 
bonuses, which he declared were 
unsatisfactory from the workers’ 
viewpoint. 

The number of men to be affect- 
ed by the Labor Board’s decision is 
between 1400 and 1500. Of this 
number the union claims a mem- 
bership of between 900 and 1000. 

Following Sperry’s brief, H. H. 
Anderson, an executive of the Shell 
Oil Co., in St. Louis, sketched the 
course of the controversy from the 
employers’ standpoint. He admit- 
ted the right of the employes to 
bargain collectively, but declared 
the strike called by the union last 
November was “unfortunate,” and 
that this action had been taken be- 
fore sufficient time had been al- 
lowed to reach a solution of the dis- 
pute, 

The employers will be given time 
to prepare an answer to the labor 
brief and the hearing will be con- 
tinued later this week, probably on 
Wednesday. 

In addition to Sperry, the em- 
ployes were represented by E. H. 
‘L. Bell, president of the Service 
Station Employes’ Union, and Dr. 
Joseph M. Klamon, associate pro- 
fessor of economics at Washington 
University. Klamon has submitted 
a brief dealing with the companies’ 
ability to pay. He contends the in- 
creased earnings which‘ they have 
obtained from the Oil Admifistra- 
tor’s action in guaranteeing “a 6-

“T’ll be glad to take her back,” 
he said. “She has been on the 
verge of a nervous breakdown and 
that may be the reason.” 

Mrs. Merinbaum flew to Chicago 
Saturday, teaving in her room at 
the Missouri Hotel a note addressed 
to her husband, Leo Merinbaum, 
telling him me was going to “end 
it all.” 

Merinbaum, an unemployed ad- 
j vertising man, learned that his wife 
had taken an airplane to Chicago, 
and telegraphed police here, asking 
them to meet her at the airport. 

A police squad reached the air- 
port 10 minutes after the plane had 
landed, but found the driver of thé 
taxicab which Mrs. Merinbaum had 
taken, and traced her to the Engle- 
wood Arms Hotel, 824 West Sixty- 
second street. 

When police entered her room, 
they found Babon with her. Mer- 
inbaum, who came to Chicago yes- 
terday, was unwilling to prosecute 
them, but Chief of Detectives 
Schoemaker filed charges. 


Mrs. Merinbaum, who is 24 years 
old, has been cashier at the Mis- 
souri Hotel, Eleventh and Locust 
streets, for three years. Babon, 
who is unmarried, until recently 
drove a Chicago-St. Louis motor 
bus which stopped at the hotel reg- 
ularly to pick up passengers. About 
a month ago he was tfansferred to 
another run.

hundred men went to City Hall to 
demand that a temporary lighting 
bill, also held up, be passed. Some- 
one in the crowd carried a rope, for 
its supposed moral effect. 

Weeke, as Sergeant-at-arms, ad- 
mitted the protesting citizens until 
the floor of the House chamber was 
well filled. “No more,” he then an- 
nounced. The.crowd outside start- 
ed to push its way in, when Weeke 
drew his revolver, struck a Hora- 
tius-at-the-bridge pose, and ordered 
them back. The citizens retired to 
the hallway, and a few minutes 
later, at the announcement that the 
House had passed the temporary 
lighting bill, the crowd dispersed, 
leaving ravelings of hemp for the 
janitor to sweep up. Weeke ever 
thereafter maintained that lives 
might have been lost if he had 
shown a less resolute spirit. 


‘ Weeke served two terms in the 
House later, and increased his rec- 
ord of committee service to 28 
years, besides eight years in which 
his son-in-law, Edward E. Butler, 
later judge of the Court of Criminal 
Correction, represented the ward in 
the committee. He was a delegate 
to three national conventions, and 
his daughter, Mrs. Butler, was a 
delegate to one. ‘ 

The city Efficiency Board, in 1916, 
gave Weeke a low mark in an 
examination for the job of Superin- 
tendent of Excavations, but the 
Kiel administration gave him the 
job anyway. Civic idealists fumed, 
and Weeke was shifted to the better 
position of Commissioner of Weights 
and Measures. 

In this job, even the reformers 
had to admit, Weeke made good. 
He knew the corner store-keeping 
business, and he became the friend 
of the housewife, showing buyers 
that they were entitled to heaping 
measure instead of flat measure—a 
difference that raised a peck of po- 
tatoes from 12 to 15 pounds in 
weight. °He filled his office with 
confiscated short-weight scales and 
dented containers. 

Naturalization Fight. 


Then someone found—just how it 
did not appear—that Weeke was 
not a naturalized citizen, and was 
in the unhappy position, in those 
war-time days, of an enemy alien. 
Automatically, Hank was removed 
from his city job and his commit- 
tee membership, his son-in-law tak- 
ing over the latter. He sought 
naturalization, and the case became 
a “hot spot” of local politics, with 
a Federal examiner plying a mer- 
ciless investigation of Week’s con- 
duct. He was not admitted to citi- 
zenship until 1924. 


In his interim of civic exile, 
Weeke went into the dyeing and 
cleaning business, making a good 
living and selling his establishment 
at a profit. In ward politics, he 
fought Victor J. Miller until Méil- 
ler’s second nomination for’ the 
mayoralty in 1929, then made 
peace with Miller. In the same 
year, the Circuit Judges elected 
Weeke Constable of the Seventh 
Justice District, to fill a vacancy. 


the American Annex Hotel, at 
which Mayor Miller called Hank 
“The noblest Roman” and former 
Mayor Kiel acclaimed him as “the 
Warwick of North St. Louis.” 


In the job of Constable, to which 
he was later elected by the voters, 
Weeke did all n his power to dis- 
courage and delay evictions of 
needy families. In some cases, he 
paid the rent due from his own 
pocket. He was able to do this, 
he sometimes said, because his sal- 
ary of $2400 a year was supple- 
mented by his winnings at poker. 


Good Poktr Player. 


His knack for making money at 
poler was conceded. It was his 
way to quit when he was wirning, 
not to stay for a plucking. When 
he had won $100, he would remark, 
“Well, I got mine,” and no cajolery 
could keep him in the game longer. 

His fondness for poker twice got 
Weeke into embarrassing situa- 
tions. His second wife, Mrs. Nel- 
lie Weeke, suing him for divorce in 
1912, told the story of “Poker and 
Politics,” based on her experience 
in making biscuits for poker par- 
ties at the Weeke home and over 
his saloon, in which prominent poli- 
ticians bought chips. One office 
holder, the former Mrs. Weeke re- 
lated, used to appear at the games 
bringing a minnow-bucket, and 
would explain that he had told his 
wife he was going fishing. 


Years afterward, the poker game 
run by Weeke in a downtown hotel 
was raided by direction of Victor 
Miller, then head of the Police 
Board, and the participants, most 
of them politicians, were arrested, 
and were fined in police court, but 
were discharged on appeal. For a 
time, the city harbor boat Erastus 
Wells was headquarters of the 
Weeke poker game. 

A faithful basebali fan, he made 
more money in other lines of sport, 
and in a dull season was able to 
take to bookmaking at local and 
East Side racetracks. A prolonged 
absence from St. Louis, in his early 
days here, was explained by the 
statement that he had been in Den- 
ver, running a faro bank. He was 
ever on the lookout for a good bet, 
and in 1928 he saw a good one in 
Herbert Hoover’s prospect of car- 
rying Missouri, though he had not 
been a Hoover supporter at the 
national convention. He took all 
the Smith money he could find, and 
kept it. He lost some bets on for- 
mer Mayor Kiel in the 1929 pri- 
mary, but said this loss was only 
a fraction of his winnings on Hoo- 
ver. 

He was short, pugnacious in as- 


pect and sometimes in speech, and 
a good dresser. In his later years,

MISSOURI WOMAN

“Wanted for Murder and Jail- 
breaking’ She Tells 
Chicago Police.

CHICAGO, Jan. 15.—“I’m an es- 


caped convict, wanted for jail 
breaking and murder,” said a well- 
dressed woman, who walked into 
a police station here early: to- 
day and addressed Lieut. Stephen 
Barry. “I am Mrs. Irene McCann, 
alias Jane Norris, 23 years old, and 
I’m wanted in Jefferson City, Mo., 
for breaking out of the penitentiary 


where I was serving a term for 
murder.” : 

“Go into the back room and sleep 
it off,” said Barry. 

In a back room, the woman slept 
for three hours, but, when she woke 
she had not changed her story. She 
said: 


“On Nov. 10, 1931, my husband, 
Alfred, and I went to the police 
station at Joplin, Mo., to see a 
prisoner held there.

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Profiteering in Armaments. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

OUR excelient editorial, “Why Sir 
John is Disillusioned,” does not go to 
. the root of the évil. Little has been said 
of the moving spirit of armament man- 
ufacture and why nations keep up this 
suicidal race. A few figures conclusively 
show the might and influence of this in- 
dustry. We have heard a great deal of 
the enormous increase of armaments 
since 1914. With this increase in all, or 
almost all, European countries went enor- 

thous profits. 

The Comite des Forges raised its 
capital from $23,000,000 in 1912 to $1S0,- 
900,000 in 1932 and its output from $104,- 
000,000 to $759,000,000 in the same period. 
Half a dozen factories, mainly engaged in 
war material production, show the same 
relative increase. For example, the well- 
known Schneider-Creusot firm, which, in 
1918, made a profit of $9,800,000, increased 
it in 1982 to $25,500,000. The Skoda estab- 
lishment in Czecho-Slovakia raised its 
capital from $25,000,000 in 1913 to $200,- 
000,000 in 1928. This ratio is maintained 
in all allied industries, 

As long as these lucrative industries 
flourish, there is no hope for peace or 
disarmament. The profiteers in these in- 
dustries are at the very head of the gov- 
ernments. We know too well in this coun- 
try what predatory wealth linked with 
politics means. It has guardians as keen 
in Europe.

An Ex-Soldier on Pensions. .

WISH to commend you on the stand 
you have taken in regard to tk pen- 
sion racket, and some racket it was. 
I joined the army in 1917 and served 
in France for 14 months with three dif- 
ferent outfits. I have never cost Uncle 
Sam 5 cents, with exception of an enlist- 
_ed man’s pay. I have paid $8 per month 
since 1917 for my insurance. I used to 
receive a dividend of about $13. Mr. 
Roosevelt has omitted the dividend, which 
is O. K. I have run across many men 
in different parts of the country who 
were drawing from $50 to $100 per month 
for a supposed disability, yet they were 
working every day at good wages. I have 
never met one man who was disabled in 
France, could not work, yet could not get 
compensation. I had many friends who 
- Came out of the army with some ailment 
and refused to do any more work as long 
as they were on the pension rolls. We 
had doctors and dentists here in St. Louis 
with incomes of $500 and more a month, 
yet who drew pensions. ~ 
To hear some of the veterans talk, 
everyone who wenttoFrance grabbed a 
gun, went to the front and at once was 
shot. This is far from the truth. One 
could stay in France for a year and never 
hear a shot. 
Our soldiers’ homes are all right, but 
mot 1 cent at any time to an ex-soldier 
he was disabled in the service.

How much) he learned 
about the liquor business in that capatity we are, of 
course, unable to say; but whatever he learned was 
wrong. It Was the organized, persistent, defiant vio- 
lation of the law by the liquor interests, in which 
the brewers set the pacé, that so outraged public 
sentiment, so affronted public decency as to open & 
welcoming door to the Anti-Saloon League and pave 
the way for the disastrous experiment of constitu 
tional prohibition. | 

It is an unfortunate choice. It may well prove 
calamitous. In public apprehension the appointee 
will be regarded, we fear, as merely the nominal in- 
cumbent, and Mr. Pendergast as the actual State 
Liquor Supervisor. : 

The power of this office is incalculable. It will 
penetrate every city, couhty, town and hamlet of the 
State. Ably administered in the spirit, solely, of 
public service, it can be a governmental agency of 
fine and vast value. Its possibilities for disservice 
are proportionately great. If maladministered as a 
political instrument, with favors bestowed or with- 
held in the light of political e¢onsideration, it will be 
an orgy while it lasts, but it will not last long. 

What can the people of Missouri expect from a 
State Liquor Supervisar who owes his appointment 
to Mr. Pendergast? That, we submit, is a fair ques- 
tion. The answer will, to be sure, be found in the 
events. Meantime, it is fair to say that Gov. Park’s 
appointment is indefensible. Mr. Becker is disquali- 
fied for this office, not only by political sponsorship, 
but by his years. | 

Manifestly. this is no place for a man of 74. The 
pressure this official will be subjected to will try 
the strength of a man in his prime. The extent of 
his responsibility will be the length and breadth 
of the whole State. He will have to familiarize him- 
self with Missouri as a whole, and in detail, down to 
the smallest precinct. In a sense, the policy of his 
administration as he formulates it will have to 
shape and color the character of the law. For the 
law itself is a delusion and a snare, and a lie. It 
professes to exclude the saloon, which public opinion 
has condemned, and condemns today, but in fact and 
in truth, it has legalized the saloon in our nine larg- 
est cities and left it optional with every community 
of more than 500 to re-establish it in its reeking 
vileness. 

It is remotely possible, perhaps, that a Supervisor 
of brimming energy, extraordinary capacity and iron 
resolution could so rigidly enforce the penal pro- 
visions of the law as to make it fulfill, in some de- 
gree, the expectation of the great majority of the 
people. That is the measure of the man who should 
have been selected. It may be too much to ask 
of any Governor that, in this appointment, he should 
have shelved politics and made the: choice literally 
on fitness for the office. Yet such an appointment 
would have thrilled all the people, excepting the pro- 
fessional politicians, and would have been the finest 
and shrewdest kind of practical politics. 

Gov. Park, we regret to say, did not rise to his op- 
portunity. He was himself Pendergast’s choice for 
Governor, and in validating Pendergast’s choice for 
State Liquor Supervisor, all is even between them as 
political accountancy reckons. 

So booze and politics have come back to Missouri 
in their unholy alliance. But, mark this prediction: 
They have not come to stay. 
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WHEN COURT AND BAR CO-OPERATE. 

The judicial commission, appointed recently by the 
Missouri Supreme Court and now at work under the 
chairmanship of former Gov. Caulfield, doubtless has 
@ report on what the Chicago Bar Association. is 
doing to purge the legal profession in that city and 
how it is going about it. This procedure, in our 
opinion, deserves the Missouri commission’s careful 
consideration. 

Under a grant of power from the Illinois Supreme 
Court, the Chicago Bar Association has been depu- 
tized for official service. A group of its members 
perform as commissioners of the court, and in this 
capacity examine complaints, take testimony and 
make recommendations to the court. The result is 
that disbarment proceedings, which formerly were 
often drawn out from two to three years, aré now 
frequently terminated within two or three months. 
Since last spring, when the Illinois Supreme Court 
invited and obtained the cooperation of. the Chicago 
Bar Association, more than 20 Chicago lawyers have 
been’ recommended for disbarment or suspension. 
Lawyers thus cited for the State Supreme Court in- 
clude a number who dealt with racketeers or en- 
gaged in rackets of their own, and hence had forfeit- 
ed all right to be members of a profession so funda- 
mentally a part of law and order. 

A survey such as that recently, proposed by the 
American Bar Association may heve its good points, 
but every respectable lawyer knows what is needed, 
and so do an increasing number of laymen. The way 
to clean up the practice of law is to place its un- 
social element outside the pale. %

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| A BALLOT ON LAWLESSNESS. 

The National Economic League has announced the 
results of another of its illuminating polls on na- 
tional problems, taken among leading citizens in all 
the states. The first question was: “Is there, in 
your opinion, an abnormal amount of lawlessness 
and disrespect for law in this country at the present 
time?” Of the 1594 answers received, all but 105 
were “yes.” The reasons were ranked in this order: 
condition of public sentiment, lax enforcement, im- 
proper laws. The vote on what caused unfavorable 
public sentiment gave the prohibition situation first. 
Those who blamed impropér laws rated the prohibi- 
tion statutes first, by a large majority. The lax 
enforcement ballots put. condition of public senti- 
ment first, thus placing these voters in the first 
category. 
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cross-section of the country’s opinion. Taken near 
the end of the prohibition era, it proves again that 
public dissatisfaction over lawlessness was a large 
factor in bringing about repeal. Other reasons for 
lawlessness were listed—too many laws, faujts in 
our system of education, inefficiency in the courts, 
indifference of citizens, abuses of pardons, and s0 
on—but it is plain that the major cause has been 
the abuses of the dry epoch. 

Now that prohibition has been erased from the 
Constitution, the stage is set for a major offensive 
against lawlessness, if the states také full advantage 
of their new opportunity. The seed of lawlessness 
was not destroyed by the mere act of: repeal; that 
eternal vigilance which is the price of liberty must 
be exercised more vigorously than ever. 
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SPEED THE EXPRESS HIGHWAY. 

Seldom has a noteworthy public improvement pro- 
gressed as rapidly or met favor as generally as the 
proposed express highway along the southern edge 
of Forest Park, extending from Skinker boulevard 
to a connection with widened Market street. It is to 
be hoped the final stages will be passed soon, so 
that construction may be started by early spring. 
A large volume of employment will be furnished by 
this $1,735,000 project. 

Proposed last summer by W. W. Horner, city con- 
sulting engineer, the scheme has been approved by 
the Federa] Bureau of Public Roads, the State High- 
way Commission, which will furnish Federal funds 
for construction; the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment, which will furnish 1923 bond money for 
right-of-way; Mayor Dickmann and other city offi- 
cials, and the majority of property owners east of 
the park, whose land is involved. The city has been 
able to place the great majority of the right-of-way 
under option at fair prices. 

This attractive, non-stop route, in conjunction 
with Market street, will furnish a quick and desir- 
able artery the entire length of the city. This, it is 
asserted by the engineers, can be carried out without 
marring the beauty of the park. In fact, two im- 
proved entrances to the park will be made possible, 
and Clayton road, in the park, can be converted 
from a public street to a park drive. It would be 
advantageous, in the future, to extend the express 
highway east to a connection with Market street be- 
low Grand boulevard, and with grade separations at 
Vandeventer and Grand. 
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CERTAIN FARM RELIEF. ~ 

The plan of the national administration to take 
submarginal land out of cultivation is one which is 
sure to produce long-run benefits for agriculture. 
Too much land has, been farmed at an economic loss, 
and one of the causes for this hd@s been the cultiva- 
tion of land which should have been retained for 
grazing, progressive forestry and recreational facil- 
fties. Under the Public Works Administration, $25,- 
000,000 has been allotted for the purchase of such 
land. This sum, obviously, is not nearly enough to 
take some 50,000,000 acres of submarginal land out 
of cultivation, but will speed up the movement. 
_The first purchases by the Federal Government 
will be of unprofitable farms inside or just outside 
the national forests and parks.

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MORE STATE ROADS FOR THE COUNTY. 

When the State Highway Commission distributes 
its Federal public works funds for farm-to-market 
highways among the counties, it should see that 
money is provided to complete its proposed system of 
roads of this type in St. Louis County. 

A year and a half ago, an excellent scheme of farm- 
to-market, or supplementary, routes was announced 


of county thoroughfares whose maintenance the State 
is taking over, but included a large mileage of new 
construction.

He bought 
Lefty Grove for $105,000, Mickey 
Cochrane for $50,000, paid an- 
other $50,000 for Max Bishop and 
gave large sums for George Earn- 


shaw, Joe Boley and Al Simmons.

It Was Good Seed.

Mack finally had the pleasure of 
seeing the dollars sprout into a 
pennant, the Athletics of 1929 go- 
ing on to defeat the Cubs for the 
world championship.

They purchased Fritz Os- 
termueller and Gordon Hinkle 
from the Cardinals, via Rochester, 
and gave the Browns cash in a 
trade which took Carl Reynolds 
to Boston, and invested other 
thousands here and there to pick 
up additional talent.

“Our question,” he said, “is wheth- 
er revaluation will bring a rise in 
prices that will hold. The answer 
is a complicated one, because we 
must include the Government’s 
emergency program of public works 
and civil relief. The windfall from 
revaluation will supply some of the 
money needed for these purposes, 
but we must consider whether full 
demand for labor and demand for 
materials will continue after these 
expenditures are discontinued. 

“Of course, if the Government 
spends enough money it can employ 
all the idle labor of the country 
and bring about a rise in prices 
just as it did in war times. But, 
after the war, we were concerned 
about how private industry could 
absorb the workers. The same prob- 
lem will present itself in 1935 or 
1936—will the expenditures be tap- 
ered off and will the workers and 
the materials be absorbed by priv- 
ate industry? 

Wages, Jobs and Prices. 

“If for example, wages and price 
policies of the Public Works Ad- 
ministration are such as to estab- 
lish relatively high prices, then you 
check or impede the absorption by 
private industry. This is the most 
serious question raised by the pub- 
lic works and civil relief program. 
The English dole was criticised be- 
cause it prevented the abserption of 
labor by private industry; the PWA 
and the CWA expenditures have ex- 
actly the same effect. 

“It does not seem to me that 
proper consideration has been 
given to determine how long the 
emergency expenditures will be 
necesssary.” 

Taking up revaluation specifical- 
ly, Sprague said that revaluation of 
50 or 60 per cent-would not bring 
ov “equilibrium value” for the dol- 


“If one state,” he explained, “say 
Mississippi, because of its cotton, 
should adopt this policy it would 
af once have the desired effect be- 
cause the cotton is exported, prices 
would rise and the dollar would be 
equilibrium. One of the difficulties 
with revaluation for all the states 
is that this country is so large 
and our exports are relatively 
small. If we had revaluation to 
stimulate enough export trade to 
effect the entire situation, there 
would be immediate retaliation 
from all parts of the world.” 

No More Money in Pocket. 

Coming to the domestic problem, 
Sprague said that the direct effect 
of revaluation on non-exported prod- 
ucts and on services would be small. 


“You and I will have no more|<. 


money in our pockets or in our 
bank accounts,” 
our purchasing pewer will not be 
increased. The only increase in 
purchases will be through the wind- 
fall to the Federal Government. 
Federal taxes at the moment might 
be a little lower because the Gov- 
ernment will have the profit avail- 
able for expenditures, but will there 
be a greater demand for goods and 
services’ from non-Government 
agencies, from the railroads, the 
building trades, and the like? That. 
is a highly complicated question. 
“I can see that revaluation might

At the Level of Six It Is Different 


If ever the opening bidder goes 
six no trumps, however, the re- 
sponder should leave him alone, as 
he means to play the hand for 
that declaration. <Five no trumps 
and less must be taken out; six no 
trumps must be left in, because 
opener has now decided that he 
can make six no trumps as easily 
and certainly as six in his suit, and 
he is playing it in no trumps for 
one or more of three reasons: 

First: In tournament play, to se- 
cure the higher score per trick, with 
no honors to score in the suit. 

Second: Because he has 150 aces | 
and only 100 honors or no honors :n 
the suit. 

Third: Because he has the same

With very un- 
even distribution—e. g., 7-6-0 or 7-5-1 
or 6-6-1, this is a real risk, When 
you have a void, your right-hand 
opponent may have one also, The 
leader in despair ig likely to lead 
a long suit, especially if you have 
probed in that suit, and a first- 
round ruff may beat you.

If my partner had shown me the 
ace of clubs and later the king of 
diamonds, I would slam in no 
trumps — grand slam, of course — 
for fear that the adversary on lead 
might have five or more diamonds, 
and the other adversary might be 
void of that suit. For a small slam 
also no trumps may be safest un- 
der similar conditions. This is a 
very rare contingency, but I know 
of several instances. The point is 
that responder must not take it on 
himself to bid seven spades over six 
no trumps. If there is seven in the 
hand, opener must know it, and 
would bid seven himself. By this 
time the responder can hardly have

This gas is produced 
when either chloroform or carbon 
tetrachloride is sprayed on a fire. 

One might think that the occa- 
sions for pouring chloroform or car- 
bon tetrachloride on a fire are very 
rare indeed, yet as a matter of fact 
the latter chemical is used some- 
times in fire extinguishing fluid 
and is very effective when used for 
that purpose. 

The necessity for precaution 
arises when fire’extinguishers con- 
taining this tetrachloride are used 
in confined places, for there the 
danger from the liberated phosgene 
is increased.

Of course, for elaborate 
dinner parties these rules are ob- 
served rather punctiliously, and 
especially by chefs who serve in 
public places. But for small dinner 
parties, the type one most often 
knows, the custom. are very sim- 
ple. Elaborate dinner parties are 
rarer than in the days before pro- 
hibition and not so smart. 

Eggnog is not, ordinarily, a din- 
ner drink—unless, perhaps, the day 
set is Christmas or New Year. It 
is usually served in the afternoon, 
more likely at a tea or possibly 
bridge. It is served in punch 
glasses. ' 

Cocktails, of the dry kind, Mar- 
tini—any kind that are not sweet— 
are served before dinner, long 
enough for the taste to disappear 
before going to the table, on trays, 
carried to the living room. Wine 
comes with the dinner, a very little 
sherry with the hors d’oeuvre, dry 
wine like sauterne or Riesling, and 
Rhine wines, with soup and fish. A 
red wine, with chicken—claret, bor- 
deaux. This is also served with the 
roast (if you have one instead of 
the chicken). Sparkling Burgundy 
is served with the heavy course. 

If game is served, the white wines 
generally are served with it. Some- 
times with desserts a bit of old port 
is used and, after that, with the 
coffee a liquer—creme de menthe, 
curacoa, chartreuse, benedictine. 
Few private dinner parties will use 
more than the cocktail, white wine, 
a heavyier red wine and a liqueur.

Aparties were more or less stereo-

Occasionally there was a magic 
lantern show, and once in a long 
time a presidigitator was engaged 
to do sleight-of-hand tricks. 

Maybe the monotony of such par- 
ties was boring, maybe the children 
determined when they grew up to 
show what a party could be. Cer- 
tainly the mother of today who 
plans to amuse a group of children 
under 12 or even 14 years has work 
ahead. 

Simplicity in children's parties 
has given way to elaborate affairs 
which threaten to spoil the young- 
sters for future enjoyment, and 
start them on their adult social life 
blase from a surfeit of pleasure.

The designs-Were made by 
Fernando Amorsolo, one of the

A special committee has been ap- 
pointed to handle first day covers 
for this issue for collectors out- 
side of Manila. This special com- 
mittee will mail envelopes with the 
complete set of stamps—2, 6 and 16 
centavo values—with cachet, and 
postmarked April 2, 1934, the first 
day of sale, at 20 cents U. 8. cur- 
rency, per cover.
